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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1 1-29- 
10 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 3-4 and 7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art teaches welded structures comprising steel and hot-dipped 
aluminum wherein the coating layer comprises silicon, iron and the balance being Al 
wherein an Al-Fe-Si ternary alloy layer is formed at an interface between the steel and 
coating layer. However, the prior art is silent to the Al coating layer consisting of 0.5-5% 
Fe and further that the area ratio of an Al-Fe binary alloy to a whole of an Al/Fe joining 
boundary is within the claimed range. 

Applicant's argument that although the prior art such as Maki'268 discloses Fe 
may contained in the coating bath in an amount such as 2%, such a content of Fe would 
not inherently result in a coating content of 0.5-5% as claimed. In fact, Maki'089 
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Art Unit: 1784 

teaches a multitude of embodiments wherein the Fe content in the coating bath is 2% 
but the coating never exhibits an Fe content greater than 0.48% in Tables 3-5, nor 
would there be a reason to increase the amount of Fe provided in the final coating. As 
such, Applicant's argument to overcome the prior art is persuasive and as such the 
claims are allowable.
